While the raiding and torturing of the crew was” 
in progress, Captain Cater and other officers were made 
prisoners, and were onaee to hear their ten crying 


out in agony. 


After the ship's crew hed been 
held up at the point of pistols for 
three hours, the invaders withdrew, 
rfter forcing Captain Cater to sign 
a receipt for opium, of which less

Terrible Murder nt Kowloon City. 


: The week-end saw the most 
serious and violent riots at Kow- 
loon, which during the week had 


Beginning carly on Saturday, 
Jnpanese in Kowloon strects wore 
attacked by howling mobs and 
badly manhandled. until rescued 
hy the police. Affairs developed 
more serious aspect as the day 
progressed, and culminated with 
the brutal murder of six members 
of a family of Japanese at Kow- 
loon City—the first fatalities of 
the local riots. ; 

The family, which was named 
Yamashita, lived In the Taang Foo 
villas at the Po Kwong-O village, 
about a mile from Kowloon City, 
and was not known to the police, 
When it wns first learned that 
there were Japanese there,'n small 
party went out from the Police 
Station to sce If assistance was 
needed, and on arrival found the 
villns surrounded by a_ dense 
crowd estimated at 1,000 Chinese. 
While reinforcements were acnt 
for, the police endeavoured to dis- 
perac the crowd, but met with a 
vigorous resistance and batons 
were drawn and shots ‘fired. 
Later more police and a platoon of 
Argyls arrived and in a desperate 
hand-to-hand fight managed to 
enter the villas, 


Terrible Scene. 

The acene there was a terrible 
one, for the crowd had spared 
neither person nor property and tha 
rooms were a veritable shambles, 
The entire household comprising 
Mr. and Mra. Yamashita, n nurse, 
three children and an aged woman 
had been savagely attacked with 
choppers which had inflicted 
terrible injuries. Mr. and Mrs. 
Yamashita were dead, and: the 
other five were taken to the Kow- 
loon Hospital where four of them 
died. The only survivor is a 
child about three yeare of age, 

In the battle. that chad taken 
place between the authorities and 
the Chinese, there were several 
casualties, Two Chinese were 
killed. and-- many -woro - injured 
while several police and soldiers 
were struck by flying stones. .Ten

One shocking affair occurred in 
Shanghai Street; when a Japanese 
man and women, together with 
thelr baby were brutally assulted 
by a crowd, whose fury Iced them 
to teur the clothes off the un- 
fortunate woman and terribly in- 
jure-her, -The-man was.forced to 
his knees and badly manhandled. 
The police arrived to discover this 
very , distressing scene, and took 
very effectual measures of curb- 
{ng the fiery spirit of the mob.. 
\ The only ‘saving grace was the 
action of a Chinese woman, who. 
rescued the little baby und took 
enre of It until the police arrived. 


Casualties Among Police. 

As can well be imagined, in 
demonstrations such as had to be 
dealt with on Saturday, neither the 
police nor the military eacaped 
wholly free of injury, and this 
morning it wax ascertained the 
five Argyll and Sutherland High- 
lnnders were hurt by stones and 
other missiles during bayonet 
charges, one,. it- is believed, 
sustaining a ‘fractured skull. 

Several European officers also 
bore marks of the affray, but 
apart from Insepctor Evans, who 
continues to make progress, none- 
was very seriously burt. Half a 
dozen bore bruises on the arma, 
legs and back. . i ;

WHY THE NEW. 
BURDENS? 


With practically every iasue of 
the Government Gazette, the public 
is informed of increases in imposts 
made for the purpose of adding to 
the Colony’s. revenue. The past 
week has been. no exception to a 
rule which looks like, becoming a 
permanency, Various fees have 
again been put up, and amongst 
these are the ‘new licence rates for 
motor vehicles, details of which we 
gave in’ our issue of Saturday, 
Aside from.the necessity of finding 
fresh income, a point with which 
we shall deal in a moment, the Gov. 
ernment, rather than searching out 
new sources, acts on the principle 
of adding to existing burdens, Let 
us take the case of motoring. Be- 
sides the licence fees, a petrol tax 
has been imposed whieh it was 
hoped would remain at the original 
figure. Quite recently it was subs 
stantially ‘incrensed. Those nffect- 
ed have hardly got used to this 
extra call when they are notified 
thatethey must pay 50 per cent. 
more for their licences, whilst vari- 
ous other small additions have also 
been made, ' 

This singling out of the motoring 
ublic does not seem altogether 
justified, since it must be recognis- 
ed that we live in times in which 
motor tranaport fs for a large sec- 
tion of the public a necessity, not a 
luxury. It would be interesting to 
know the total revenue which the 
Government now obtains from pri- 
vate and public motoring—quite 1 
hig sam, no doubt. The same may 
he anid of the income derived from 
intoxicants and — tobacco, These 
are admittedly luxuries to a cer- 
tnin extent, but the point suggesta 
itself that iff more .revenue must, 
be found,:some attempt should be 
made ta bring cin people who at 
present do not contribute a fair 
share. Simidtancously with | the 
notification of the latest increases 
there appenrs in the Gazette a 
financial statement ‘showing the 
Colony’s position for the first six 
months of the: year. We look in 
vain in this for any necessity to add 
to the revenues. In July, H. E. 


tthe Governor stated that the posi- 


tion was much more satisfactory 


than had been hoped, and he hinted # 


that it would most-likely be found 
possible to bainnce the year’s ex- 
penditure and revenua avithout 
the necessity for ‘any further calls 
pn the public. Analysing the latest 
financial statemont we find that in 
the first six months of the year the 
revenue collections exceeded aut- 
goings by more than a million dol- 
ars—n fact which shows that ‘the 
Budgetole—being. balanced. It ‘is 


heavier than for the corresponding 
‘porlod of Intt year, but this is offact 
‘by revenue: exceeding . the 1990 
figure by more than three million 
dollars, A further fact disclosed Is

In view of these circumstances, it 
becomes difficult, to understand the 
necessity for theae continuous in- 
ercasen in varioun forms of re- 
venuic. There have been rumoura 
in circulation that the Goverment 
may be seeking to build up re- 
serves for the purpase of atabilisini. 
the dollar, but there can hardly be 
taken serfously. Much Jarger 
operations than those disclosed by 
percentage inereases on certain ex- 
isting fees would be necessary 
for such an object. Moreover, 
there is nocindication that we are 
aware of to support the rumours of 
early stabilisation, The point we 
wonld stress—-and {ft is one whieh 
we have previously mado—ia that 
when the Government deems it wise 
to increase revenue, the — public 
should be Informed of the reasons. 
With the Colony paying its way, 
and with laxes already high, it is 
only natural that taxpayers ahould 
expect to be told why the Govern- 
ment wants snore of their money, 


A Right to Complain. 


The shocking crime of savage 
hooligana at Taang Foo Villas has 
outraged all decent feelings, and 
eriticiam of authority is severe. 
It is, indeed, u grave reflection 
upon those responsible for main. 
taining Jaw and order in this 
Colony ‘that the outrages against 
percefus Japanese residents 
should culminate in such a yhast- 
ly incident before the seriousness 
of the emergency was realibed, 
In the course of the disturbandes 
there has been a definite impres- 
sion that the forces of law have 
always been av step behind the dis- 
turbers of the peace. The carly 
steps to suppress the riots seem, 
to have been inadequate. In the 
end, a ton of force has had ta be 
employed where an ounce would 
have sufved at the inception. 
The ‘criticism is not levelled at 
the police force in general, The 
men have, within their orders, 
behaved amazingly well-in-excep- 
tionully diMecult circumstances, 
Particularly is this true of the 
Chinese section, whose loyalty has 
been beyond question. In higher 
quarters, however, there seems lo 
have been a hesitaney of decision 
which has _proved ‘disastrous and 
Jnpanese residents, who hive 
borne. themselves with wonderful 
fortitude and stoic calm on the 
promise of adequate protection, 
have some right to complain. In 
saying so much, however, we 
should like to dissociate ourselves 
from those who glibly criticise the 
Police Farce without the slightest 
reason, Such people always alr 
their foolish notions in crises Ike 
the present. What they fail to 
take account of fs that, through- 
out the whole period of unrest, 
the police have shown exemplary 
patience and restraint under the 
most trying circumstances, and 
have been on duty almost con- 
tinuously, without the possibility 
ofa rest, If complaint is to be 
mude it is that they were not 
earHer reinforced. But that Is 
quite another matter.

Sir James Barrie, a friend of 
long standing, unvelled with a 
characterigtle speech curlicr this 
month, a statuc of Mr, Thomas 
Hardy, the work of Mr. Eric Kon- 
nington, which has, been erected 
on & commanding site at the 
noveliat's beloved Dorchester. 


“For uo very’ few minutes only 
shill “I-venture-to~ stand between - 
you ‘and what we have all come 
here to seo, the figure that is be- 
hind these sheets,” Sir James said. 

“He was a grent “man. That 
wna’ his hard fate, In this matter 
you and | are the lucky ones. Our 
lot to be soon forgotten, not to be 
measet! about by the spade men of 
the future—it {a a - warming 
thought for us, and what the kind 
Creator mennt; but Hardy hns to 
miss ft. [ believe he wonld havo 
preferred to share our right to the 
shorter span once hia ‘task wan 
accomplished and the long day 
done.” ‘ 


"] believe, indeed, that In one 
way thia statue must be 4 failure. 
Uf it is the living image of him 
whom ‘it portrays, you will find, 
when the shect is removed, that 
there is no statue there, It will 
have done what Mr. Hardy would 
have done, if he had heard that 
there was a great concourse of 
people to do him honout—slipped 
quictly away, T hope | have mado 
our aculptor a little unenay, Tt 
may be a warning to him not to 
do so well in the futuro, 


An Anxious Moment, 


“What is it precisely that we 
are expecting ty sve? Our ideas 
must be very varied. 


"When tho child Hardy was 
born, the doctor thought him dead, 
and dropped him into a bnaket, 
That wns an anxious moment for 
this country, But a woman alip- 
ped forward to make sure, and 
found he was alive. A statue to 
this weman—Mr. Kennington 
could have done worse than give 
us that. 


“What intereats me still more is 
this—was Hardy shamming in tho 
busket? If so, it was. the only 
time in his life that he ever sham- 
med, Yet. knowing what we 
know of him now, wo may think 
that at his first sight of life ha 
liked it so little that he lay very 
still. 


“There was never any more 
faltering. The undaunted mind. 
That was Hardy. That is a statue 
I see. . 


' “Let me admit to you a certain 
longing I have.’ I know some things 
nbout Hardy that I feel sure can- 
not be in Mr. Kennington’s work, 
and I should like to come hore 
some night soon—mnaybe to-night 
—when all of you are in bed— 
especially . Mr. Kennington—I 
should like to steal here In a 
white cont, with'a hammer and 
eel and chip those little bits 
n. 


“Perhaps I shall find the statue 
surrounded by critics, all in white 
coats, all chipping; each one of 
us so zesloua to get in some 
favourite bit of his own that he 
forgets it can only be done by 
chipping some better bit off. 


Mistaken for Pressimism. . 


“The darkness of -his spirit, for 
instance, “which some people, lone 
forgiven, mistook for pessimism. 
There were years: certainly, when 
I thought him the most unhappy 
man I hind ever known; but If he 
had escaped his weird we could 
not have. had our Hardy. 


“And, after all, can one be al- 
together unhappy even when rid- 
den by the Furies, if he ia pro- 
ducing masterpieces? May we 
not suspect that he has moments 
of exultation which are denied to 
other mortals. I dare say the 
shudes of the departed Great 
gathered in that room at Max 
Gate to watch their brother write 
the Inst page of ‘The’ Dynaats.” 
Happily after that he was to pass 
into a Jong evening of serenity, 


“The President of the Immortals 
had ended his sport with Hardy.
